Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claim 1 
defines a device for generating a loop for file in an embroidery frame. The device 
comprises a fore-back driving part driven by a motor and first, second and third gears 
movable relative to each other and connected to a worm gear and including first and 
second stops. A left-right driving part is provided driven by a motor and fourth and fifth 
gears movable relative to each other and connected to the worm gear. A lead arm part 
connected to the fifth gear shaft and including a second stop bar and lever stoppers for 
forming a loop during the embroidery. The dependent claims further limit the device for 
forming a loop in and embroidery of the independent claim. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Pertinent Citations 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to - 
applicant's disclosure. Inagaki et al. illustrates an overlock sewing machine including 
multiple motors for moving loopers to and fro for forming stitches. Baxter illustrates a 
blind stitch sewing machine including two motors 26 and 36for driving loopers and 
laying threads during stitching. Rubel illustrates a thread looper 15 and a rotatable loop 
spreader 16 cooperating for forming stitches. Hickey illustrates a sewing machine for 
forming overcastting and includes a bed attachment for moving a thread spreader 22 in 
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an arc. Kato illustrates a sewing machine including a thread-laying guide bar 26, which 
is rotated about the needle for forming embroidery stitching. Bialy illustrates a presser 
foot including a loop-supporting member 30 for forming loops during a sewing operation. 
Kostenowczyk illustrates a sewing machine with cooperating loop spreader 12 for 
pulling the thread and assuring correctly formed stitches.
